Convicted of burglary and lar- 
ceny under the habitual criminal 
law, Paul Miller, 47-year-old Ne- 
gro and three-time ex-convict, who 
stole a $5 sack of flour from a 
box car, was sentenced today to 
17 years in the penitentiary. The 
habitual criminal law makes the 
maximum punishment mandatory 
when a defendant, previously con- 
victed of a felony, is found guilty 
of another.

He 
s/t he made no effort te conceal 
his liquor selling because he “was 
promised his activities would not 
de interfered with.“ Muloch said 
the liquor seized by Government 
agents was worth $100,000.

Foreign commerce, particularly 
with Latin America, was discussed 
yesterday by leaders in the field at 
the fourth annual Central Missis- 
sippi Valley Foreign Trade Confer- 
ence, attended by about 160 bun- 
ness executives and representatives 
of business organizations in the 
Middie West. 

Speakers at the meeting, held at 
Hotel Jefferson, told of the possi- 
bilities of an export market in Ka- 
bilizing production and in develop- 
ing new fields of profit, and the 
prediction was made several times 
that within the next few months 
increasing attention will be given 
to export business because of un- 
settled conditions in the domestic 
market. 

Wallace Thompson of New York, 
editor of Ingeneria International, 
related that 15 per cent of St. Louis 
manufacturers and merchants have 
an export business which justifies 
maintaining an export manager. 
The 3000 manufacturers here make 
369 products which are important 
in @xport markets, he said. An- 
other speaker referred to the ex- 
port business of St. Louis as being 
2 per cent of the total volume. 

High Tariff Handicap. 

Latin America, Thompson said, 

is rapidly becoming industrialized, 


with consequent increase in its im- 


portance as an export market. Al- 
though high tariffs serve to handi- 
cap foreign trade, he said, the com- 
petition can be met with the better 
quality of goods and machines pro- 
duced in the United States. 

Other speakers recounted the 
advantages of inland waterways, 
Gulf shipping lines and air trans- 
portation in moving commerce to 
foreign markets. 

Leighton C. Rogers, chief of the 
aeronautical section, Department 
of Commerce, said that the very 
nature of air transportation made 
its value most evident in foreign 
trade where longer distances are to 
be traveled.

Leo Hardt Arrested in Kansas 
City, Wanted in St. Louis 
Robberies. 


Leo Hardt, with thick professo-| ; 


rial glasses setting off his long 


‘scholarly face and protesting suave- 


ly in smooth German, was arrested 
by postoffice inspectors in Kansas 
City yesterday and is being returned 
to St. Louis today to face charges 
of rifling mailboxes in. West. End 
apartment houses. 

He is wanted on similar charges 
in nearly every metropolitan cen- 
ter in the country, but his arrest 
was the result of his activities here, 
according to Postoffice Inspector 
Reuter. 

One of his alleged operations 
here in March of last year was au- 
dacious. From the apartment 
mailbox of W. J. Moriarty, 6408 
Enright avenue, he took a letter 
containing a cashier’s check for 
$2404, drawn on the First National 
Bank of Chicago. 

The check being too large to 
cash here without suspicion, Hardt 
found himself faced with the neces- 
sity of identifying himself as W. J. 
Moriarty. Undaunted, he went to 
the office of the German Consul 
in the Planters Building, and said 
he was a German citizen who had 
lost. his passport, making an affi- 
davit to the claim. 

“What is the name?” asked the 
Consul, preparing to make out the 
duplicate passport. 

“Willy Josef Moriarty.” replied 
Hardt. 

Through the duplicate passport, 
he later cashed the check in Chi- 
cago, 

Hardt’s system, according to 
Reuter, was to cultivate the ac- 
quaintance of persons of German 
descent in each city and get them 
to identify him at a bank, where 
he would cash the stolen checks, 
forging the names of the payees. 

Hans Ballin, manager of a book- 
store at 19 South Broadway, was 
another victim. Hardt was a fre- 
quent visitor, buying German pa- 
pers and magazines and talking at 
length with Ballin of the classics. 
Ballin identified him at a bank 
and Hardt cashed numerous 
checks. 

Last month, resuming operations 
here after an absence, he gave a 


1 forged $30 check to an automobile 


mechanic -for repairs. The me- 
chanic complained to postoffice in- 
spectors and furnished a detailed 
description of Hardt's personal car, 
which was broadcast over the coun- 
try in circulars. Previously, this 
information had been lacking, as 
Hardt always used a rented car in 
his trips to apartments. 

Hardt is about 39 years old, 
dresses well and speaks with a 
German accent, although a native 
of New York City.

EMPLOYMENT IN INDUSTRY 
SATISFACTORY, U. S. REPORTS 


“Recent Financial Upheaval” Has 
Not Disturbed Factories; 
Increases Cited. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The 
Department of Labor in its month- 
ly employment bulletin issued to- 
day said October reports indicated 
the “recent financia upheaval” had 
not disturbed industry, or caused 
any reduction in employment. 

The report said this was held 
to be “self evident. proof” that in- 
dustry is fundamentally sound and 
that “the future may reveal that 
more money will be available for 
the further development of indus- 
try and the establishment of new 
industry.” 

Seasonal decreases in production 
of automobiles caused a drop in 
employment in this industry and 
a similar decreased employment in 
the fron and steel mills was attri- 
buted to the automobile depression. 
Conditions in the cotton-textile in- 
dustry improved somewhat but 
were said to be “spotty” still while 
large forces were employed in the

Mental initiative or in- 
telloctual independence is a step 
on the way to such self-direction 
and self-control as are indis- 
pensable elements in the building 
up of democratic life. Too much 
of education deadens mentality in- 
stead of vitalizing the mind.” 


Teachers must work for the 
principle that education must not 
end with childhood, Rabbi Wise 
declared, asking: Do we not be- 
gin education in the days of in- 
tellectual inhospitality and end it 
just as the period of mental hos- 
pitality and acquisitiveness be- 
gins?”

Rev. Charles P. Anderson of 
Chicago today took office as pre- 
siding Bishop of the Episcopal 
Church. 

For many years a dominant fig- 
ure in the national organization of 
the church, the Bishop of the Chi- 


cago diocese will serve the two 
years remaining of the term of 
Bishop John Gardner Murray of 
Maryland, who died before the al- 
tar of St. James Church in Atlan- 
tic City. on Oct. 3. 


Bishop Anderson's election came 
yesterday on the sixteenth ballot 
in the House of Bishops, and as 
his first official. act, he appointed 
the Rt. Rev. Hugh L. Burleson, 
Bishop of South Dakota, as his as- 
sistant. 

In an address before the forty- 
ninth tri-ennial convention of the 
church in Washington during the 
Presidential campaign last year, 
Bishop Anderson flayed sectional- 
ism and intolerance, and then de- 
clared: 

“Whenever the church spends its 
energies on social and political re- 
forms, or undertakes to fight the 
world’s political and social battles 


by using the world’s weapons, or 


identifies fiteelf with the world in 


hope of producing a glorified hu- 


man society b external pressure, 
the result will inevitably be a loss 
or morals. 

“It is beginning at the wrong 
end, it is patching up the machin- 
ery of society which may work 
today and break down tomorrow, 
instead of reconstructiong the mo- 
tives of men.” 

Bishop Anderson is the. author 
of “Letters to Laymen,” “The Reli 
gion of Our Lord,” and “Religion 
and Morality.” all of which have 
been widely quoted. 

Bishop Anderson, who is 65 
Years old, was born in Ontario 
Province, Canada, and was or- 
dained early in his twenties. He 
was elected Bishop coadjutor of 
the diocese of Chicago, in Feb- 


ruary, 1900, and in 1905 upon the 


death of Bishop McLaren, he be- 
came Bishop of the diocese.

LARGEST FRENCH SUBMARINE

PARIS, 14. — France's 
largest submarine, the Surcouf, is 
ready for launching at Cherbourg 
next Monday. It is a vessel of 
more than 3000 tons, manned. by a 
crew of 150. It carries fasoline 
enough to take it half way round 
the world. 

The Surcouf's projected sister 
submarine, planned in 1926, has 
not been built, as the cost of con- 
structing the present vessel was 
nearly as great as that of a cruis- 
er. The Surcouf is, in fact, a sub- 
mersible cruiser more than 393 
feet long, and because of its heav- 
ily armored sides, capable of sink- 
ing to a depth of 459 feet, 85 feet 
lower than any predecessor. The 
giant submarine carries a hydro- 
plane in a watertight compartment 
on deck. It carries 30 torpedoes, 
14 of which can be released at a 
time.

Coalition Refases Offer.

His Contiibution of $3,- 
3800, 000 to Prevent Clos- 
ing of Depository Char- 
acteristic Gesture of One 
of Michigan’s Big Men.

FLINT, Mich., Nov. 14.—Charles 
Stewart Mott, millionaire and for- 
mer Flint Mayor who saved the 
Union Industrial Bank from ruin 
with $3,952,000 in cash, is account- 
ed one of the wealthiest men in 
the State of Michigan. His for- 
tune is variously estimated at from 
$150,000,000 to $250,000,000. He is 
thought to have in his own name 
more shares of General Motors 
stock than any other individual. 

Mott, president of the board of 
the Union Industrial Bank when 
the embezzling scandal threatened 
the depository’s solvency, was lia- 
ble as a stockholder for a sub- 
stantial part of the loss. Under the 
banking laws of the State of Mich- 
igan, each stockholder in a bank, 
in the event of a shortage beyond 
the insurance limit, is liable up to 
100 per cent of the value of each 
share of stock. 

Mott Largest Stockholder. 

Mott was the largest stockhold- 
er in a bank capitalized at $1,800,- 
000. Believed to own a third of 
the stock Mott might have deen 
liable to the extent of $600,000, 
about one-sixth of the amount he 
produced in cash. If he had hesi- 
tated, however, the bank would 
have gone under. In 24 hours, he 
liquidated encugh securities to pro- 
cure $1,000,000 which he turned 
over to the bank. Thereafter he 
added at intervals of a few days, 
$2,592,000. 


The net shortage has now been 
fixed at ‘$2,000,000. Of this amount 
the bonding company will pay 
$500,000, their maximum amount. 
Stockholders will have to meet the 
residue Of $1,600,000. Mott’s own 
personal toss, as a stockholder, wil] 
bo at least $500,000. 

Mott's gesture, which prevented 
a run on the bank, which allowed 
other stockholders time to raise 
money, and which conserved the 
bank as a going financial concern, 
is said to be characteristic. He 
has never been at a loss in a busi- 
ness emergency. In the ups and 
downs of the motor industry, Mott 
has consistently added to his hold- 
ings. He is noted for stressing the 
importance of gilt-edged credit. He 
has also insisted, as a factory head, 
bank president and motor mag- 
nate, that business must be found- 
ed on good faith. 

Started as Axle Maker. 

Mott got his start as an axle 
maker in the fledgling era of the 
automobile industry. Shrewd, cap- 
able, insistent. on good credit as a 
gospel, Mott was attracted to Flint 
by Walter Crapo Durant, then a 
king of the motor world, to manu- 
facture axles for early Buick auto- 
mobiles. | 

Mott was then 32 years old, a 
tall man unh blue eyes and a 
black mustache. He had built up 
an axle factory business in Utica, 
N. T.. known as the Weston, Mott 
Co. Durant offered him free land 
in Flint if he would move the fac- 


‘tory there. Mott accepted. 


By 1912, Mott had become a 
millionaire and the Weston, Mott 
Co., had gained a giant hold on the 
automobile axle business in Amer- 
ica. Mott showed his independence 
as a manufacturer by taking on 
outside contracts when General 
Motors production lapsed in 1911. 
Mott has always been independent, 
his own tower of business strength. 

The Weston. Mott Co., was sub-

merged in General Motors more 
than 10 years ago. Mott has vastly 
increased the G-M holdings he 
gained at the merger. Other men, 
when the original shares were ex- 
changed for three and then for 
tens, sold part of their augmented 
holdings but Mott kept his The 
decline of General Motors stock 
from 90 to 40 undoubtedly cost 
Mott millions, But he is reputed 
to have held on to this stock. 


$100 a Year as Mayor. 

In 1912, Mott was elected Mayor 
of Flint. At the time he was presi- 
dent of the Weston, Mott Co., and 
also president of the Industrial 
Bank of Flint. already an import- 
ant banking link in the motor 
- world, Mott ran his factory, ran 
the bank, and drew $100 a year as 
Mayor of Flint. In his first admin- 
istration and in his second, (he 
was re-elected), he gave the city 
@ new sewage system, established 
the practice of frequent auditing 
of all city accounts, and urged the 
purchase of supplies on a business, | 
rather than politiedl basis. 

Mott set out ag Mayor to make 
Flint one of the model towns of 
America. He did not succeed for 
his plans were too ambitious. The 
taxpayers thought the assessments 
necessary to carry out his project 
too high. But he gave Flint a city 
engineering commission, which 
has remained a city asset. Every 
new public building, every new 
set of streets, every new parkway 
must come from that commission, 
a part of the city manager ideal 
which was in Mott's program. 

Mott was elected Mayor in 1918 
a third time, but resigned after 
seve. months, in order to take a 
major’s commission in the army 
transport service. He served in 
this capacity in Detroit throughout 
the war. He is president of the 
Flint T. M. C. A. on whose board 
he served when Grant J. Brown, 
president of the Union Industrial 
Bank, was its treasurer. 

Mott for yéars was the main 
power back of the Flint Chamber 
of Commerce. He served on the 
Executive Board of the State 
Bankers’ Association. In 1920, he 
ran for Governor, but was defeat- 
ed by Grosebeck. Mott is a Re- 
publican. In politics, he has always 
championed business administra- 
tions and gave this as his reason 
for supporting Hoover, His rivals 
have termed him ultra-conservative 
and in one election the Socialists 
of Flint termed him the tool of 
Wall street. 

He is 54 years old. He was born 
in Newark, N. J., and after being

Sometimes when I hear my ra- 
dio say, “This is Los Angeles,” “This is 
Toronto,” I know exactly how the lady 
felt. 

One's reason rejects the report of one’s 
senses. But the rejection of the fact 
persists only for the rare moment in 
which we try to understand. The race 
is accustomed to accept the report of the 
senses and if any questions remain to 
disturb, to explain them away with a 
myth. It is easier to imagine than to un- 
derstand. Personally, with the practice 
I have had in this direction, in the midst 
of the scientific richness about us, I had 
no trouble in agcepting the invention of 
Lightfoot. 

My &8-year-old son, through my efforts. 
knows more about the electron theory 
than that minister—of horses! It is 
easier for anyone of this generation to 
accept Lightfoot's invention than for 
say, the radio, would have been for Phi- 
losopha# grandfather, in his distant ster.

With all due respect to Mr. Hoover’s humane aspir- 
ations, the world will be quick to suspect that the 
proposal to make food ships exempt from seizure in.

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THE CHILD WELFARE SURVEY. 

President Hoover’s program for child welfare, 
launched in July without fanfare or wide publicity, 
is beginning to get results. The preliminary spade- 
work has been completed, and Secretary Wilbur has 
announced the personnel and program of the com- 
mittees, at the same time describing the project as 
“the most far-reaching study of child welfare ever 
made in all the world.” This extensive research by 
500 investigators, divided into four main groups, is 
made possible by a fund of $500,000 subscribed from 
private sources. The findings will be presented a. 
a White House conference, which is expected to con 
vene in about a year. 

Not since 1909 has there been a nation-wide survey 
of what is being done and what are the needs for 
child welfare. President Hoover gave his concep- 
tion of the problem’s importance and stated the pur 
pose of the survey in his address four months ago in 
opening the work, when he said: 


The greatest asset of a race is its children. 
Their bodily strength and development should 
prepare them to receive the heritage which each 
generation must bequeath to the next. These 
questions have the widest of social importatice, 
that reaches to the roots of democracy itself. B: 
the safeguard of health and protection of child- 
hood we further contribute to that equality ot 
opportunity which is the unique basis of Amer- 
fean civilization. 

The investigation of conditions so important to the 
future of this country must be thorough. For this 
reason more than a year’s time is allotted and the 
committees are subdivided into many special 
branches.

Scientific progress in the study of blindness has 
outstripped the social, financial and educational ar- 
rangements necessary to apply it. Only the other day 
a report was issued by the State Survey Commission 
recommending an adequate trachoma hospital for 
Missouri. It is a reflection on the State that such a 


tragic it is that millions of persons throughout the 
world must spend their lives without the most pre 
cious of human faculties when simple treatment or 
even suitable warnings would save their sight. 

It is for that reason that the National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness is demanding another 
world war—one against blindness.. Much has been 
said about blindness since the war, stimulating inter- 
est not only in its medical phases, but in the training 
and education of blind persons. Nearly every civil- 
ized country has embarked on programs to prevent 
or ameliorate the affliction, but still only the surface 
has been scratched.

Renouncing Starvation in War-Time 


Hoover's Armistice day address one of greatest state documents of our time; proposed 
freedom of seas for food ships would alter whole problem of war if adopted; large 
navies now built largely to keep way open for such vessels; British Conservatives 
and supporters of League may object; plan born of President's own experience.

HE President’s Armistice day address 
T has @ very real chance of being ranked 

as one of the great state documents 
of our time. For it contains an idea which, 
if adopted by the nations of the world, will 
profoundly alter the whole modern problem 
of war and the preparation for war. The 
suggestion is that food ships should be 
made as exempt from capture and inter- 
ference in time of war as hospital ships 
now are exempt. Mr. Hoover proposes that 
in all wats, no matter what the cause, 
whether they be public“ wars or private 
wars, wats in defiance of treaties or wars 
to uphold treaties, the weapon of starvation 
shall be forever renounced. This is the 
simplest, most dramatic, in some ways the 
most far-reaching proposal made by any 
responsible person since the signing of the 
pact of Paris. In its consequences, it may 


‘prove to be even more far-reaching de- 


cause it is more specific and direct than 
the renunciation of war itself. 

No idea could have been set forward 
more modestly or more considerately than 
the President sets forth this idea. He is 
aware of the magnitude of the idea and of 


the searching debate to which it must be 


subject before it can win the assent 


of the principal nations of the world. The 


idea evidently came to him out of his own 
experience during the World War. It is in 
@ sense a distillation of that rich and varied 
experience. Unlike most ideas whith are 
sponsored by the heads of govérnments, the

ed by any agitation on the part of minorities. 
Here is One of the rare cases where the 
responsible head of the state is himself a 
pioneer of a new principle of action.

As a novice, Brother Anselmo 
had dreamed of becoming a great 
warrior, and upon confiding his 
dream to the aged prior he had 
been told: “The cause of the good 
God may be fought anywhere. I 
it is vour mind to try the mil. 
tary life, go in peace.” But short- 
ly thereafter, nosing about among 
the dusty books in the library, he 
came upon a strange story called 
“The Victors,” wherein something 
of what the old prior meant was 
made clear. It is the tale of a 
knight, one Evereux de Baux, who 
was sent by his master to defend 
the beleaguered town of Castillon. 
The foes about the walls were 
many, the siege was long. hun- 
dreds died of starvation, and when 
it seerned that the town must sur- 
render, Evereux marshaled all the 
lepers of the place and at their 
head marched out against the foe 
that dared not stand against those 
who, being as good as dead al- 
ready, had no fear and scattered 
the seed of death about them as 
they went. So the besieging army 
fied, the town was relieved, and 
the people seized the stores of the 
fugitives. But when Evereuz 
marched back with his victorious 
lepers, the gates were closed 
against him and no one answered 
when he called. The cause of the 
good God may be fought any- 
where,” but wherever it is well

The author's diction is a delight, 
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GOLDEN RUBBISH. By William 

Dudley Pelley. (Putriam.) 

In the American Magazine for 
March, the author of this book 
told of a strange experience he had 
in California which had an extra- 
ordinary effect upon him. He as- 
serted that he had practically died, 
being conscious of leaving his 
body. He was then transported by 
spiritual beings to a place where 
he underwent a process of purifica- 
tion that made him psychically 
new. After awakening in his phy- 
sical body -he returned to New 
York, and his coworkers on the 
magazine were astonished at the 
change in him, which was so great 
that they could hardly believe it 
was the same person. 

Mr. Pelley has apparently used 
this experience, in part, as the 
basis for his romance, “Golden 
Rubbish,” but in the opinion of 
this reviewer has produced rather 
a hodge-podge of melodrama and 
exalted mysticism that will disap- 
point those who read his magazine 
article. 

The four leading characters in 
the melodrama are a quaint, half- 
educated old printer, an unfortu- 
nate youth who becomes a thief in 
the effort to support the wife and 
child he hag left to find work, a 
young woman whose father has de- 
franded the youth's father of a 
large sum of money, and a myste- 
rious entity who enters the body of 
the youth, completely transforms 
him in appearance and character 
and starts the young woman, her 
lover and others on a mission to 
reform Christianity and prove that 
Christ is a living presence in the 
modern world. 

George Robling, the young fel- 
low who steals with the best in- 
tentions, but appears doomed to 
failure, suddenly appears, after ‘7 
years absence, “‘a stalwart, self-con- 
fident Personage,” with a large 
fortune and a reputation as a 
builder of skyscrapers. He has 
“etheric principles,” talks of “the 
Cosmic Lodestone,” has a wonder- 
ful villa in California, reads peo- 
ple’s thoughts and appraises cRar- 
acter by the various aureoles he 
sees around them. In fact, he is 
not the George Robling of the ear- 
ly days, though he goes by that 
name. It is a case of double per- 
sonality, and the new George Is a 
Messiah, or let Gs say, a Mahatma, 
for the teachings include that of 
reincarnation and other Oriental- 
isms. Having prepared the young 
woman and her lover to go forward 
with his work, which includes the 
translation and publication of a 
mass of ancient Christian parch- 
ments, the Mahatmic Robling 
leaves the body he has used and 
it is reinhabited by the poor mo- 
ron of the old days. At the crisis 
a mysterious voice is heard an- 
nouncing the birth of a new era 
for humanity. “Serving the race 
comes the Band of the Inspired. 
Serving Humanity comes the Group 
of the Annointed. Selah! Selah! 
Selah!” 

Thus the Master, the Robling of 
the 17-year period of preparation, 
deserts his disciples, at the crisis, 
in a blaze of light and the sound 
of a megaphonic voice, leaving 
them to dig up a mass of ancient 
manuscripts in Palestine which 
shall completely renovate Chris- 
tianity. Truly an anti-climax. The 
whole effect of the story is to 
cheapen the teachings, some of 
| which are not without value,

General Manager's Duties. 

The bank’s general manager will 
be appointed by the Board of Dir- 
ectors on the proposal of the presi- 
dent. He will be responsible to 
the president who will recommend 
also to the board heads of depart- 
ments. 

The remainder of the staff will 
be appointed by the general man- 
ager subject to the president's ap- 
proval. The interpretation was 
placed on this provision that the 
president, thus, is clearly the 
guiding spirit of the institution. 

Chapter five of the statutes pro- 
vides that at general meetings 
voting rights shall be in propor- 
tion to the number of shares sub- 
scribed in the country or each in- 
stitution represented at the meet- 
ing.

Chapter seven provides among 
other things that the banks may 
not be liquidated except by three- 
fourths majority in a general meet- 
ing and not before it has dis- 
charged all obligations assumed 
under the Young plan.

Dr. Royer stressed the _impor- 
tance of teaching tuberculosis 
workers to be especially careful not 
to subject tubercular patients to 
eye strain. 

“If there ts one thing more than 
another that a. tuberculosis patient 
needs,” he declared, “it is to be 
guarded against bodily fatigue. 
Bodily fatigue results directly from 
eyestrain caused by a glaring 
light.” : 

Not only in the care of the sick 
should the proper distribution of 
light be a major considefation, he 
said, but it is very important in 
classrooms. It is mo less impor- 
tant, he said, than the regulation 
oi ventilation, which has always 
been a phase of public health 
work. 

Tuberculosis has long been rec- 
ognized as a problem in the pre- 
vention of blindness, Dr. Benedict 
said, since the same tubercle bac- 
cilli that might be virtual - 
less if they settled in an part 
of the body might soon cause 
blindness if they attacked the eye. | 
For this reason, he said, the fight 
to prevent tuberculosis is alse a 
fight to prevent blindness.

Recognition of a record of almost 
nine years ago will be asked by 
Charley Paddock, erstwhile sprint- 
er, when officials of the American 
Athletic Union gather at St. Louis 
Sunday for their annual conven- 
tion.

The other sections of the coun- 
try, Middle Atlantic, Southern, East 
Central and West Central, reported 
losses. Many individual states in 
these groups reported gains but 
these were not sufficient to over- 
come the declines in other states. 

The association says the total 
volume of savings in the United 
States dropped $195,305,000 dur- 
ing the year ending June 29, 1929. 
This is compared with an increase 
in the preceding period of 82.300. 
000,000, the greatest rise in any 
one year since the association be- 
gan its compilations 20 years ago. 

Rhode Island Behind. 

Considering the New England 
states separately, all except Rhode 
Island reported an increase in de- 
posits, All reported increases in 
the number of deposits, raising 
New England's total by 152,984. 

The Middle Atlantic group, which 
last year reported an increase in 
savings of $36 per capita, this year 
showed a drop of $48,612,000 or $2 
for each inhabitant. 

Texas and Arkansas were the 
only states of the 13 composing 
the Southern group which report- 
ed an increase for the period. 

In the East Centra] group, Mich- 
igan was the only state to report a 
gain. Ohio, which gained $31 per 
capita last year, lost $13 this year. 
Illinois converted a gain of $18 last 
year into a loss amounting to al- 
most the same figure. 

West Central States. 

Five states in the West Central 
states reported slight increases but 
these were not enough to offset the 
recessions reported by Nebraska, 
North Dakota and Kansas. In Ne- 
braska alone the number of depos- 
itors dropped 102,000 and the de- 
posits $17 per capita. 

Oregon and Washington in the 
Pacific group reported small de- 
clines but California added $73.- 
000,000 to her total, amounting to 
a gain of $16 per capita. A sharp 
contrast between Oregon and Cal- 
ifornia is afforded the association's 
figures showing a drop of one-thrd 
in the total of Oregon's depositors 
and a gain in California of 365,000.

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals today upheld District 
Judge Faris in his dismissal of

break the will of her aunt, ‘Mrs. 
Mary E. Culver, who left an estate 
of $662,000. Mrs. Culver was the 
widow of a St. Louis stove manu- 
facturer. 

Under Mrs. Culver's will, Mrs. 
Kling and her brother, Lucius C. 
Willis, both living in Indianap- 
olis, were heirs each to one-sev- 
enth of a considerable share of 
the estate. The two sued to ob- 
tain stock worth about $250,000, 
on the strength of a notation writ- 
ten on the edge of the will. Judge 
Faris held that the notation did 
not constitute a legal bestowal of 
the stock, and that the plaintiffs 
had waited too long to make their 
claim. Willis did not appeal from 
the decision, but Mrs. Kling did.

The bankers in an agreement 
announced at Montreal placed the 
margin requirements at 15 per cent 
on stocks selling over $30 a share 
and $10 a share on issues below 
that price. A rate of 30 to 40 per 
cent that had been in effect for a 
long time was reduced two weeks 
ago to 24 per cent. 

C. E. Abbs, president of the 


Toronto Stock Exchange, termed 
the action “a helpful gesture by 


the bankers, likely to fulfill its ap- 


parent intention of inspiring con- 
fidence among the public and of 
having a general reassuring effect.” 

Norman C. Urquhart, president 
of the Standard Mining Exchange, 
declared it “one of the most con- 
structive and reassuring moves 
ever made by the banks.” 

“The cool-headed business men 
of the country,” he said, “have in 
effect said they were satisfied that 
the situation had gone too far. 
They are calling on the public to 
keep their heads and not to sell 
their stocks below their real value.” 

Brokers generally agreed that 
the reduction would result in no 
lowering of margin requirements 
asked of customers.

C. Ayer of New York and other 
former holders of more than $1,- 
000,000 in collateral gold notes of 
the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient 
Railroad Co., have started suit in 


Federal Court against William T. 
Kemper of Kansas City, for some 
years receiver of the Orient, prior 
to its sale to the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Rallroad last year. 

Technically, the case is an ap- 
plication by the note h 
leave to propound additional in- 
terrogations to Kemper and to 
elicit facts regarding his opera- 
tions. Prior to the present action, 
166 interrogations were answered, 
while this suit asks 97 more. 

The complaint alleges that for 
some time previous to 1924 the 
affairs of the Orient were at low 
ebb, and the gold notes, secured 
by a first lien of the entire system, 
were greatly depreciated and in- 
vestors were discouraged by the 
possibility of loss of the entire in- 


> vestment. 


In 1924, it was pointed out, con- 
ditions began to mend and that 
prior heavy operating expenses 
were succeeded by earnings, which 
gradually increased. This improve- 
ment was well-known to the re- 
ceiver, it was alleged, but he 
bought from the investors, large 
amounts of notes exceeding 31. 
000,000 at prices ranging from 10 
to 25 cents on the dollar, without 
apprising them of the improved 
conditions. 

It is charged that the receiver, 
acting in his individual capacity, 
sold all the notes purchased by 
him, or stock acquired in exchange 
for them, to the Santa Fe at a 
price netting him a profit of 
$1875 on each 31000. 

Ayer charges that, relying on 
Kemper’s representations, he sold 
his $24,000 notes, originally pur- 
chased at par, for only $8000 and 


that Kemper, within a year, sold 


them or the stock rights based on 
them at a net profit of $45,000. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14.— 
A petition asking the Public Service 
Commission to investigate and or- 
der a further reduction in rates 
charged by the St. Louis County 
Water Co., was filed today by Jo- 
seph H. Grand, city attorney of 
University City. 

The petition alleges that the 
present earnings of the company 
are greatly in excess of the 7 per 
cent rate of return fixed by the 
Commission in the most recent rate 
case involving the water company, 
which supplies University City and 
most of St. Louis County. 

Valuation of the company for 
rate-making purposes was fixed at 
$4,978,130 as of Dec. 31, 1927, in 
a decision last Feb. 11. The Com- 
mission, at that time, reduced rates 
about 12 per cent for meter cus- 
tomers, amounting to a total reduc- 
tion of about $100,000 a year. The 
company appealed and the case bas 
been eset for hearing Nov. 26 in 
the Cole County Ciecuit Court. 

Grand’s petition also requests an 
investigation of the manner in 
which the company handles its de- 
preciation fund, charging that in- 
terest on this fund is not returned 
to it according to law.
